Collective agreement with 
ATA granted approval 


At Monday night’s regular 
board meeting, approval of a 
collective agreement with the 
Alberta Teachers Association 
was given by trustees of 
School District 3. Trustee 
Peter Freeman, chairman of 
the Negotiating Committee, 
moved approval of the mem- 
orandum of the agreement, 
commenting ‘‘I would like to 
acknowledge that although 
the negotiations were hard, 
they were good, exhibiting 
trust on both sides.’’ The 
motion to approve carried, 
with board chairman Steve 
Sieben expressing the 
board's appreciation to Mr. 
Freeman for the ‘‘efficient 
and professional’ handling 
of the negotiations. Mrs. 
Elsie Lockert was excused 


from voting and discussion 
on the issue. No figures of 
the settlement were brought 
out during the meeting. 


CLASSROOMS FOR 
DISTRICT 6 


Later in the meeting, 
trustees turned their atten- 
tion to the request for 
accommodation from Protes- 
tant Separate School District 
6. Due to the delay in the 
construction of the West 
Grandin School, District 6 
must come up with alterna- 
tive student housing arr- 
angements to accommodate 
students who had been 
slated to attend the new 
school. District 3 had given 
notice to the other district 


that 10 classroom spaces 
would be available for their 
use, and at Monday’s meet- 
ing they approved a dollar 
figure for the rental of the 
space. Sec.-Treas. Ted Bald- 
win had compiled figures at 
the 1976 rate and had arrived 
at a figure of $38,000 for that 
rental. Included in the figure 
is a $200 per classroom 
charge that District 6 would 
disburse directly to the 
school administration to cov- 
er management and clerical 
services. Trustee Elsie Lock- 
ert moved approval of the 
charges, which was approved 
by the board for submission 
to District 6.

Local residents charged with

Thomas Parayko Jr. He was 
fined $175 or 30 days if in 
default of payment. In conn- 
ection with the same vehicle, 
Perry Wear, 19, St. Albert, 
was charged with insurance 
fraud and was also fined $175 
or 30 days. Wear has also 
been charged with possess- 
ion of motor vehicle parts in 
connection with a 1975 
Dodge stolen from Cross- 
town Motors. Thomas Par- 
ayko Jr., 19 of St. Albert, has 
been charged with insurance 
fraud in relation to his 
vehicle, and has also been 
charged with Public Mischief 
as he related to RCMP here 
that his car had been stolen 
when it had not. 

Robert Dale Wear, SO, 
formerly of St. Albert, has 
been charged with possess- 
ion of stolen goods in relation 
to the theft of the police siren 
and a two-way radio from a 
Willowbrook Homes car un- 
dergoing repairs at Sturgeon 
Auto Body on Riel Drive.

Re-alignment of Sturgeon 
Road through the Woodlands 
area was subject to question- 
ning by Alderman Breadner 
and Throndson at city council 
meeting Monday evening. 

The Woodlands outline 
plan embraces a total of 130 
acres between Sturgeon 
Road and the river, of which 
36 acres lies in the flooding 
zone and is consequently 
unsuitable for development. 

Approximately 40 acres 
has been set aside for 
development by Carma on 
the south side of the re- 
aligned road. The developers 
have agreed to dedicate 
some 86 acres along the river 
as a recreational area, at no 
cost to the city, in return for 
the developed acreage. 

Twelve acres of the ded- 
icated land would be retained 
for a private Country Club 
site and four acres of the 
developable land would be 
held as public reserve. 

Prior to the date any 
decision can be made on the 
relocation plan, it will be 
necessary for council to ini- 
tiate an application to the 
Edmonton Regional Planning 
Commission (ERPC) for re- 
zoning the 40 acres planned 
for development from Met- 
ropolitan Recreational to 
General Urban. At the same 
time, the present zoning of 
Agricultural-General Urban 
Reserve should be changed 
to that of General Urban so 
that council can proceed with 
the normal and proper 
planning process at the 
municipal level. 


OPPOSITION TO 
COUNTRY CLUB 


Alderman Throndson ex- 
pressed his opposition to 
setting aside an area for 
Country Club development 
on the grounds that bottle- 
necking would occur in the 
recreational area between 
the Country Club and the 
river. Describing the situa- 
tion as ‘‘ridiculous,’’ Thr- 
ondson moved an amend- 
ment that provisions for the 
Country Club be removed 
from the motion to accept the 
plan in principal. 


The strip of land between 
the Country Club and the 
river would be between 35 
and 50 feet wide at the 
narrowest point. Mayor Plain 
indicated that council could 
not widen the strip by 
shifting the Country Club 
area away from the river, in 
that such a move would 
effect the residential area to 
the south. Alderman Bread- 
ner suggested that the 
Country Club area be ex- 
tended in a westerly direc- 
tion to widen the strip. 

Following the defeat of 
Alderman Throndson’s am- 
endment, Alderman Bread- 
ner moved the amendment

that suitable public access be 
provided along the river. The 
amendment was carried.

Alderman Breadner asked 
that the developer be made 
fully aware that development 
could not proceed until a firm 
commitment of providing an 
additional access to the area 
has been assured. Alderman 
Breadner also suggested that 
council must approach the 
problem on a ‘‘total basis 
rather than quarterly (sta- 
ges).”” 


Aldermen concerned 
over proposed 


industrial area 


A quarter section of land 
east of Akinsdale subdivision 
and directly south of the 
Campbell Industrial Park 
proposed for industrial use 
by owner Qualico Developers 
has concerned a number of 
city aldermen who wish to 
see the area between St. 
Albert and Edmonton remain 
a ‘green belt’ zone. 

Qualico has received per- 
mission from the Departinent 
of the Environment to de- 
velop their quarter section as 
an industrial zone on the 
grounds that the section was 
zoned industrial two years 
ago, prior to the rezoning of 
the area by the provincial 
government as a Restricted 
Development Area (RDA). 
The government's subse- 
quent relocation of the RDA 
spurred on numerous out- 
cries from’ aldermen and 
Mayor Plain wanting to set a 
policy with land use in the 
RDA. 

Alderman Breadner made 
a motion that city council 
should refuse to entertain 
recreational or commercial 
development within the RDA 
stating that ‘‘we’re beginn- 


ing to carve it up if we permit 
this kind of use.’’ Alderman 
Throndson echoed the cry for 
no further development in 
the area, but suggested that 
the RDA should be closer to 
Edmonton than to St. Albert, 
in that the final designation 
of roadways south of St. 
Albert has yet to be esta- 
blished. 
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Too many

Discussing corresponden- 
ce from the Edmonton 
Association for the Mentally 
Retarded requesting per- 
mission to canvass in St. 
Albert on May 4, Alderman 
Breadner expressed the con- 
cern of many St. Albertans 
that ‘‘too many people are 
pounding on doors’’ for 
whatever causes, and that 
council should try to reduce 
or consolidate the number of 
solicitations.

FINANCIAL DECISIONS 
MADE 


Trustee Ernie Howrish had 
three recommendations from 
the Finance Committee for 
board approval. The comm- 
ittee recommended that the 
additional equipment for the 
Industrial Arts program at 
St. Albert High School 
(costing about $8,000 - 
$10,000) be purchased over a 
period of three years, with 
the source of funds for the 
program to be a capital loan. 
The projected operational 
costs of $1,500 are to be 
borne by St. Albert High 
School. 

The committee further re- 
commended that operational 
and equipment costs of 
$2,650 for the proposed Art 
Program and Performing 
Arts program be borne by St. 
Albert High. The committee 
suggested that a student fee 
be considered to offset costs. 
If a levy is considered as a 


viable alternative, it was 
recommended that the board 
be informed as to the amount 
prior to implementation. 

In its final recommen- 
dation, the Finance Com- 
mittee suggested that the 
Awards Committee review 
the District Award Policy in 
light of the increasing costs 
of these awards. Mr. How- 
trish moved that the board 
approve the committee's 
recommendations and the 
motion carried.

Motorists are cautioned 
regarding the passing of 
school buses outside the City 
of St. Albert when school 
buses are displaying alter- 
nate flashing red lights, 
regardless whether or not the 
bus has stopped.

infractions have been noted 
on the St. Albert Trail, where 
motorists are passing school 
buses and increased enfor- 
cement will begin imme- 
diately. Section 87 of the 
Highway Traffic Act outlines 
duties of the motorist as 
follows: 

87. (1) When a vehicle 
bearing the sign ‘‘school 
bus’’ has stopped on a 
highway outside an urban 
area to receive or discharge 
passengers or while the 
vehicle is displaying alter- 
nately flashing red lights, a 
driver approaching the sch- 
ool bus; 

(a) from the rear, if the 
highway is physically divided 
by a median into two sep- 
arate roadways, or 

(b) from either direction, 
if the highway is not so 
divided, shall stop before 
reaching the school bus. 

(2) A person who is 
required by subsection (1) to 
stop before reaching a school 
bus shall not proceed to pass 
the school bus 

(a) until the school bus 
resumes motion, or 

(b) until the driver of the 
school bus indicates by a 
signal that he may proceed, 
or 

(c) where the school bus is 
displaying alternately flash- 
ing red lights, until the lights 
stop flashing.

The evening was spent in 
reviewing the process of 
buying and selling a house. 
He pointed out some of the 
more obvious pitfalls which 
tend to be overlooked, such 
as the problem of dower 
rights, when either spouse is 
selling property which is 
registered in their name 
alone. He reminded the aud- 
ience the real estate agent’s 
first duty is to the seller or 
vendor. Since the agent is an 
expert in his field, he may be 
able to give some assistance 
to the potential buyer, yet he 


must always keep the in- 
terests of his clients para- 
mount in his mind.

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Court system too complex - Foster wants unified court 


The Attorney General of 
Alberta, the Honorable Jam- 
es L. Foster Q.C., firmly 
believes that the existing 
court system is unnecessarily 
complex and in his words, 
“‘we have too many courts in 
Alberta."’ 

Addressing a packed ga- 
thering of practitioners at the 
mid-winter meeting in Ed- 
monton, Mr. Foster did not 
say when a unified Court 
would be implemented, only 
that it is under serious 
consideration for the Alberta 
justice machine. 

He said that he is satisfied 
that a merger of the District 
Court and the Trial Division 
would not in any way require 
a reduction in service to rural 
Alberta. Also he stated that 
such a step would increase 
efficiency and control of 
costs. 

“Our existing four Court 
system is relatively ineffi- 


cient with a duplication of 
records, systems and staff in 
many areas...excess capacity 
in some areas, and staff 
shortages in others. Addi- 
tionally, the exclusive juris- 
diction in some cases and 
overlapping jurisdiction in 
others between the District 
Court and Trial Division does 
nothing to minimize these 
and other problems, includ- 
ing the efficient use of 
judicial manpower.’’ He 
continued, 

“The public is entitled to 
equality before the law, both 
in fact and in appearance and 
there must be a reasonable 
measure of uniformity and 
consistency in the admini- 
stration of justice." 

He suggested that when 
the District Courts were 
merged in 1975, the general 
consistency within that ben- 
ch was substantially improv- 
ed.

STEEL INDUSTRY IN 
RECESSION 


A report in Jetro, publish- 
ed by the Japanese External 
Trade Organization predicts 
that growth in export sales of 
Japan’s three key exports - 
automobiles, steel and ships, 
will decline considerably in 
1977. Meanwhile the world 
steel industry is in a serious 
depression and in both 
Europe and the United States 
cries for protection against 
Japan, South Korea, South 
Africa and Spain are being 
heard. 

The recessions is causing 
orders to shrink, mills 
working below capacity, dis- 
rupted markets and worker 
layoffs. At present several 
third world countries, for= 
merly considered good mar- 
kets for European and 
American exports are begin- 
ning to develop their own 
steel industries. The United 
States would like to work out 
a solution through the 
General Agreement on Tar- 
iffs and Trade, while France 
seeks a world steel con- 
ference, an idea the Euro- 
pean Common Market may 
support. The amazing grow- 
th of Japan's steel industry 
since the end of World War 
Two, and her aggressive 
marketing at highly compe- 
titive prices have rocked the 
boat more than anything 
else, according to the econo- 
mist. At present some of 
their mills are idle but they 
continue to invest in new 
mills and equipment, which 
will put them ready from late 
1977 to meet any increase in 
steel consumption with pro- 
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bably the world’s most 
sophisticated new mills. 


BUDGET UP FOR 
FITNESS AND SPORT 


The total budget of the 
Fitness and Amateur Sport 
Branch of the Department of 
National Health and Welfare 
will increase almost $6 
million this fiscal year. The 
budget increase of $1.4 
million plus an estimated $5 
million from Loto Canada 
brings the total for this year 
to about $31 million. 

The increased funds will 
be utilized to meet supp- 
lementary costs in staging 
the 1977 and 1979 Canada 
Games; to provide increasing 
administrative support to 
national sport and recreation 
programs, to give several 
new associations the opp- 
ortunity to become residents 
in the National Sport and 
Recreation Centre, and to 
expand the services of the 
Centre. Financial assistance 
will also be given for

A small fairy tale

Once upon a time, there 
was a country which had a 
very large government sec- 
tor. And, because the govern- 
ment was so large, it forgot 
how to think small. The 
government developed basi- 
cally big projects and dealt 
primarily with big compa- 
nies. This was fine with the 
government bureaucrats be- 
cause it made their work 
easier,

As it happened, however, 
the very big companies were 
generally owned and ope- 
rated by foreigners. Conse- 
quently, when the big firm 
received a government con- 
tract, it farmed out much of 
the work to the foreign head 
office, 


Gradually, some strange 


things happened to that coun- 


try. A great deal of money 
and jobs left the country be- 
cause so much work was 
being done abroad. The 
country failed to develop or 
retain any important techno- 
logy; all the research and de- 
velopment was done by the 
head offices. And, because 
there were relatively few big 
firms, there was little com- 
petition to keep costs of gov- 
ernment contracts down. The 
price of the bigness-oriented 
policies was frighteningly 
high. 


Feeling smug? Don’t. The 
fairy-tale country is Canada. 
Our governments do deal pri- 
marily with large, foreign- 
owned firms. And we are 


the profession will have 
ready and speedy access to 
the Courts.

In the United States, it’s 
different. The U.S. Congress 
has passed laws requiring 
that, wherever possible, small 
businesses should be involved 
in public purchases, whether 
aerospace projects or office 
supplies. On very large, ex- 
pensive projects, the main 
contractor is expected to 
sub-contract much of the 
work to small firms. Last 
year, this policy resulted in 
one-third of the federal gov- 
ernment’s total spending of 
$54 billion being directed to 
small business. 


What has the American 
public gained from this poli- 
cy? The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business re- 
ports that a study commis- 
sioned by the U.S. govern- 
ment found that actions to 
bring small business into the 
public sector contract pro- 
cess have reduced the cost 
of public purchases by 20 
per cent! 


Meanwhile, in Canada, 
there is no positive policy in- 
volving small business, Often, 
small firms are discouraged 
from public projects. And 
you can sum up Canada’s dis- 
appointing lack of progress 
in one easy fact: more than 
30 years after the U.S. Con- 
gress passed laws to assist 
small business, the Govern- 
ment of Canada still doesn’t 
have even a definition of 
what constitutes the small 
business sector.

UGANDA: HOW LONG CAN WE STAND AND WATCH? 
From the Manchester Guardian 


Idi Amin, head of a sovereign state whose internal affairs 
are its own, does not belong to the political and diplomatic 
world which has given sovereignity its meaning. In a line of 
prisoners, each is made to club another to death, The last is 
then shot, What does the world outside the sovereign 
frontiers do about this -- the world where notes are drafted, 
conventions invoked, grave reservations expressed, 
ambassadors recalled? Nothing, because the rules are 
framed on the assumption that the conduct of every country 
will be moderated by opinion inside or outside. Idi Amin has 
shown, in six years of absolute power, that if the assumption 
is rejected, the rules don't apply. He still has his U.N. 
delegation, building the biggest headquarters on the East 
River. He still is invited to the Commonwealth Conference 
todine with his peers, And the thousands of dead (even ifa 
little of the reports are true) now include the Anglican 
archbishop and two cabinet ministers. They are an internal 
affair. 


Itis possible that bishop and ministers died as Amin’s radio 
said they died. If so, the accident cut short the mock judicial 
process that had already begun. ‘'I will have a proper trial in 
a military court,’’ Amin said. ‘'The case will be judged 
before they are sentenced to death or prison” -- not, that is 
before they were found guilty or not guilty; that had been 
established when 3,000 soldiers demanded their deaths 
after hearing the charge that they had been plotting a coup. 
But Kampala at least wants its story to be believed, and is 
reported to have offered to co-operate in an inquiry, 
presumably an international one, Is that the entry for the 
world outside? For the deaths of the three men cannot be 
isolated from the thousands of others. Dr. Waldheim should 
seize that unguarded offer and use it to the limit, with the 
International Commission of Jurists as his instrument, for 
an exposure of exactly what has happened in Uganda during 
the last six savage years. 

Events may not of course wait that long. Dr. Waldheim 
could be involved for even more immediate reasons if the 
hostility being stirred up between Kenya and Tanzania 
erupts into fighting. Those countries cannot be left to suffer 
at the hands of Amin’s tribal and mercenary troops armed 
with their modern Russian weapons, But Amin has used his 
threat before at times of internal crisis. It serves its day and 
is then renounced in a gush of goodwill messages (genuine 
ones: that is the crazy and terrifying thing). A war would 
puncture the sovereignity which peace with all its horrors, 
leaves immune. But the deaths of three condemned men 
have exposed a weakness which it would be inexcusable not 
to exploit. It is never going to be easy to say when exactly a 
country crosses the bounds of what is allowed to national 
sovereignity, but Amin has put his country way beyond 
them.

Caution urged on 24: - hour lenses 


Fort Saskatchewan Opto- 
metrist Dr. Geoff Marsh was 
elected to the Council of 
Alberta Optometric Associa- 
tion at the Association's 
annual meeting and educa- 
tional seminar held in Calg- 
ary recently. The council is 
the executive arm of the 
professional association whi- 
ch is responsible for the 
governing and licensing of all 
optometrists practising in the 


province. 

Primary among the con- 
cerns of public interest dealt 
with by the convention was a 
caution to the public about 
the possible long term effects 
of the continuous - 23 hour a 
day - wearing of contact 
lenses on otherwise healthy 
eyes. The Association issued 
a public statement during the 
meeting advising patients 
that the wearing of any form 


of contact lens on a 24 
hour-a-day basis is a highly 
experimental undertaking at 
this time. 

This concern was expres- 
sed following consultation 
with foremost Canadian Op- 
tometric authorities. These 
consultations have convinced 
the Alberta Optometric As- 
sociation that, to date, there 
is inadequate documented 
research available concern- 


ing the effects of the healthy 
eye of the continuous wear of 
contact lenses. The position 
of Alberta Optometrists was 
supported by the president of 
the Canadian Association of 
Optometrists, Dr. Garson 
Lecker, who was also in 
attendance at the Alberta 
meeting.

Their combined 
incomes total $8.50 per 
month, which is inadequate 
to provide them with the 
daily necessities. The family 
live in a 18’ x 27’ house, with 
four rooms including a 
kitchen. However, three fa- 
milies share this house, 
leaving one room for Suriati 
and her family. There is no 
running water, electricity or 
other sanitary facilities in the 
village. Water is fetched 
from a spring and kerosene 
lamps are used for light. 
Rice, occasionally augment- 
ed by fruit and vegetables, is 
the staple food, and is cooked 
over wood fires. Spinach, 
papaya, long beans, swamp 
cabbage and bean sprouts 
are the only available vege- 
tables. Bananas, papayas, 
mangos jamboe, and jack 
fruit are eaten when they are 
in season. 

Suriati is the eldest child in 
the family, but has not yet 
attended school as she is 

is described 
by the Foster Parents Plan's 
director as being ‘‘*biack- 
haired, brisk, brave, playful 
and respectful.”’

Nurses enjoy informative speaker on breast cancer 


On February 15, the St. 
Albert Nurses’ Interest Gr- 
oup met at the St. Albert Inn 
for their dinner meeting. 
Co-ordinator Marjorie Jack- 
son led the business meeting 
The following topics were 
discussed: 

1, Approval was received 
by the St. Albert Doctors for 
the establishment of a 
Hypertension Clinic. The 
preliminary plans were made 
to organize the clinic for the 
fall with the volunteer help of 
our membership. 

2. An appeal was received 
from Tricia Smith of the Rape 
Crisis Centre for our mem- 
bership to write individual 
letters to our Minister of 
Health supporting the need 
for the Centre. 

3. A request from the 
Canadian Cancer Society for 
our membership to organize 
next years campaign was 
received. Our group voted 
against taking on such a 
large project in view of our 
heavy schedule for next year. 
The matter of volunteering to 
be area captains or can- 
vassing this year was left up 
to individual members. 

4. Margaret Romaine our 
AARN representative made a 
motion that the St. Albert 
Nurses’ Interest Group in- 
vest in having copies of the 
‘Cardiac Arrest’’ video tape 
made. (The tape was made 
by Dr. W. Read, the 
emergency staff of the Stur- 
geon General Hospital and 
students of St. Albert High 
School). Our membership 
feels the tape is an excellent 
educational tool and could 
benefit the community. We 
will go ahead with this 
project if permission is re- 
ceived to have the copies 
made. 

The after dinner speaker 
was Carol May, research 
nurse from the W.W. Cross 
Cancer Institute. Carol's 
informative talk was on the 
‘*Detection of Breast Can- 
cer.’’ Her caring and dedica- 
ted approach to the subject 
made her message very per- 
sonal for each of us. Her 
opening remarks were a 
tribute to Mrs. Betty Ford for 
making the public aware that 
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early detection and treat- 
ment of breast cancer can 
save lives. Carol stressed the 
importance of regular breast 
self examination with an 
explicit film on the subject. 


SELF EXAMINATION FOR 
BREAST CANCER 


The Canadian Cancer So- 
ciety has a brochure on 
**What about a lump in the 
breast?’ The following is the 
method of breast self ex- 
amination they suggest. Lie 
on your bed with a folded 
towel under your right 
shoulder. Place right hand 
under your head. Examine 
your right breast using the 
flat part of the fingertips of 
the opposite hand with a 
gentle circular motion. Be 
sure to examine each quarter 
of your breast and include 
the nipple area and the 
armpit area. Repeat this 
above procedure on your left 
breast with your left hand 
under your head. Some 
women find breast self 
examination easier if done 
while bathing. If you're not 
sure of the method, a 
demonstration of the tech- 
nique of breast self ex- 
amination can be performed 
by your physician during a 
regular physical check-up. 
But because we suggest you 
perform this examination on 
a monthly basis, it becomes 
more important that you 
learn to do this simple 
procedure yourself. It should 
be done a few days after the 
end of your period. What is 
important with this breast 
self examination is that you 
learn what is normal for you 
so that should any lump 
develop, it may be detected 
at a very early stage. Of 
course should you detect any 
abnormalities, see your phy- 
sician as soon as possible. 
Don't wait. 


NEW TECHNIQUE 


When you report any 
abnormality to your physi- 
cian he may take a kind of 
x-ray picture of your breast 
using one of the modern 
techniques called ‘‘mammo- 


LAW

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graphy’’ or he may use 
‘*thermography’’ which is 
not an x-ray but measures 
the heat output of the breast. 
He may perform a biopsy 
which involves the removal 
of tissue from the area. 
Remember - most lumps are 
not serious - 85% are not 
cancerous. 

In the event that cancer is 
diagnosed the treatment 
varies for each person. The 
surgeon may have one of 
three choices depending on 
the patient's age and extent 
of the cancer. He may 
perform a modified mastec- 
tomy where the breast and 
glands are removed but 
leaving the muscles, a simple 
mastectomy where just the 
breast is removed or a lump- 
ectomy where only the 
tumour and a margin of 
breast tissue around it are 
removed. Radiation therapy 
and chemotherapy may also 
be used in addition to 
surgery. 

The Breast Clinic at the 
W.W. Cross Cancer Institute 
sees women on referral from 
their family doctors or sur- 
geons. These women may or 
may not have cancer symp- 
toms they could have a 
family history of breast 
cancer and just wish to be 
watched carefully. All pat- 


ients at the clinic are 
examined by a team con- 
sisting of a surgeon and a 
radiotherapist. A history is 
taken by the nurse and a 
complete file is kept to 
compare with future visits. 
The clinic is also in the 
process of setting up a 
computer data centre to 
determine: the number of 
cases of breast cancer in 
Alberta, to have a concise 
history of each patient, to 
have an accurate account of 
the treatment used for each 
patient and to have a 
follow-up history post-opera- 
tively of each patient. The 
data once compiled could 
lead to some clues relating to 
the cause of breast cancer. 

In summing up, we hope 
that you now realize the 
importance of regular breast 
self examination and the 
early reporting of any abnor- 
mality because until a means 
of prevention has been dis- 
covered your best hope lies 
in early diagnosis and treat- 
ment.

AIR POLLUTION AT WHITECOURT? 


Whitecourt residents suffering a variety of ailments, are 
attributing their health problems to air pollutants. Guy 
Gault, former superintendent of public works in the town, is 
one complainant, who began experiencing an itch on his 
legs eight years ago. A diagnosis of nervous exzema was 
dismissed, as were other potential causes, such as the type 
of soap used, washing and drinking water, clothing and diet. 
The itch spread and Mr. Gault noticed that relief came only 
when he left the Whitecourt area. Then the itch would 
dissipate giving him relief, only to return two or three days 
after his arrival back in Whitecourt. Finally, a skin specialist 
attributed the rash to atmospheric pollutants, and advised 
him to move from the area. 

Other residents are suffering similar ailments, often with 
respiratory problems as well. Additionally, it is claimed that 
paint won't stick to buildings in the area, and barbed wire 
fences are deteriorating at an unusually high rate. 

An air monitoring laboratory has been set up in the area, 
from the Pollution Control Division of the Department of 
The Environment, to gauge amounts of sulphur dioxide and 
other pollutants. Relatively low levels are being recorded at 
S present, according to the technician manning the 
equipment. 


HARD DRUG USE UP IN LEDUC 


According to Leduc RCMP, the use of hard drugs in Leduc 
has increased steadily over the last three years. Cocaine and 
heroin in particular were mentioned. Three years ago, the 
use of soft drugs such as cannabis and its derivatives and 
LSD prevailed, but the trend has shifted. 

The increase is due to the greater number of drugs 
available on the streets of Edmonton, to which Leduc is in 
close proximity. 

The town’s younger teen-agers are the users of soft drugs 
generally, with hard drugs being used more by those in the 
18 to early 20’s age group. 

An RCMP constable commented that information about 
drug dealing is hard to come by and often inaccurate. 
Information_on suppliers and the location of transactions is 
often too general, making it difficult to convict offenders. 

Once in court, in Leduc, a simple charge of possession 
draws a fine of $100 to $300 depending on the quantity. A 
first offence on a charge of possession for the purpose of 
trafficking often results in a $500 fine plus probation. It is 
felt that these penalties are average on a provincial scale. 


yi Look at Other Centres 


FORT TO HAVE GREATER SHOPPING AREA 


Fort Saskatchewan shoppers can anticipate extended 
shopping facilities this year, according to a recent 
announcement. Construction of a 42-store extension to the 
Fort Shoppers Mall could begin by late March. 

Art Hendricks, president of AJH Construction Ltd., has 
said that plans for the $5.5 million project have been ready 
for some time, but construction has been delayed, pending 
arrangements for suitable tenants. He commented that ‘‘It’s 
very easy to fill up stores, but it’s harder to fill them up 
properly. We want financially stable tenants and we can’t 
have four or five of the same types of businesses.’’ 

The 110,000 square foot addition may be built in phases, 
and includes plans for a theatre and restaurant. It is hoped 
that the extended facility may attract national department 
stores. 

However, Mr. Hendricks commented that in order to 
interest such stores, ‘‘You have to stick to a firm opening 
date. They have to order stock well in advance. There’s a lot

Over 65’s hurt most 


by inflation 


Although most Canadians 
in the labor force have found 
that their wages have risen 
enough to meet increased liv- 
ing costs, inflation continues 
to inflict hardship on people 
whose incomes are fixed — 
those living on pensions, dis- 
ability allowances or unem- 
ployment insurance. 

These are the people most 
hurt by inflation. A year and 
a half ago, before wage and 
price controls were imposed, 
the purchasing power of those 
on fixed incomes was being 
eroded at an annual rate of 
10.6 per cent. That meant that 
a person with a pension of 
$6,000 had, in effect, about 
$600 less to spend that year.

More than a million Cana- 
dians over 65 live on Old Age 
Security payments plus the 
guaranteed income supple- 
ment. For these pensioners, 
their combined monthly pay- 
ment averages $216, although 
the maximum is now $237 per 
month. That is, less than 
$3,000 a year. 

Although the Anti-Inflation 
Board is not directly involved 
in programs specifically di- 
rected at senior citizens, it is 
controlling the prices of about 
half the goods and services 
that they use. 

For instance, the, AIB has 
had a definite influence on 
food prices. It cannot control 
imports or what farmers and 
fishermen charge for their 
produce but together these 
amount to only about 42 per 
cent of food production costs.

The search for roots in education 


Amidst all the furor and discussion of the so-called Back to 
the Basics mood of the public, it is rather difficult to 
determine in the first place how many parents are for more 
emphasis and time on reading, writing and arithmetic, and 
how many are against. And it is also difficult for the 
bewildered citizen trying to understand the deb.te to decide 
what is basic to a child’s education and what is not. 
Questions of who or what bodies should make changes, and 
how the education system has come under such strenuous 
criticism and widespread discussion in more recent times 
are not easy questions. 


In the long run the focussing of public and professional 
attention on our public school system will be a good thing for 
parents, students, teachers, administrators at the local and 
government levels, f&#xpayers and the business community. 


The student is where the main focus must be directed, as 
the entire education system exists purely for his or her 
benefit. And next to the student comes the teacher in the 
classroom since for the student what is happening to his 
education at any given moment is happening because of the 
way he Is being taught and influenced by a teacher in a 
class. Students are always the guinea pigs as a bureaucratic 
education system experiments with new programs, 
methods, materials, textbooks and so on. Students are also 
very mobile and frequently lose six months or a year of their 
public education through moving from one province to 
another, or from one school system within a province to 
another. 


So perhaps this question of a basic education might hold a 
key to a lot of student problems, and perhaps that is why 
this word ‘basics’ keeps coming up so often in the seventies. 


When the dream of an education for every child became the 
right of every child in the new world, that education 


included basics for every student: Reading, writing, 
arithmetic, history, geography, literature, hygiene and 
fitness, and rudimentary science. But at the turn of this 

century who could have foreseen to incredible growth in 
scientific progress and technology which would more than 
triple the world body of knowledge? Problems of adapting to 
such a momentous change in public schools have been 
enormous and they cannot be helped toward solution by 
parents blaming teachers and vice versa, trustees blaming 
the department and vice versa. 


A back to basics pressure from the public carries with it the 
obvious proposition that more emphasis on a set of basic 
requirements will mean that some courses and programs 
will have to go. Schools cannot be all things to all students 
and society has seemingly realized this truth in pressing for 
more basic education. Let society therefore give the system 
a solid, manageable curriculum and then put the schools in 
charge of administering it and the teacher in a position of 
authority in the classroom, with a straightforward testing 
system so that the teacher knows and the student knows 
how he Is progressing - forget the Bell curve for example. 
Some kids will be failing - better they know it and get 
remedial help. As one teacher put it ‘‘In the end we’re 
\short-changing kids. We graduate them and they think 
ithey’ve learned something. But it’s a fraud.”’ 


Let society freely admit that not all students should go into 
University, so that universities can get on with the job of 
educating students with academic ability in serlous 
academic courses. 


Basics for all children should include a knowledge of the 
greatness in their particular ethnic heritage, so that they 
learn respect for themselves, leading to respect for others. 


Which leads us to the three R’s which are as essential to 
getting a proper education as Reading, Riting and 


Rithmetic. Two of them are Respect and Responsibility, and 
the students who have neither cannot be educated by any 
system for playing a constructive role in their world. The 
third is Resourcefulness, a characteristic which may be lost 
sight of by students brought up in a society which promises 
“Delivery of Services’”’ in many areas. If the ‘‘delivery”’ 
breaks down or a catastrophe strikes, or a depression 
comes, a citizen will need to depend on his or her own 
resources, Students should know this and not be lulled into a 
sense of false protection from so-called ‘‘cradie to grave’’ 
care by three levels of government. 


It will be necessary to take a hard look at some other aspects 
of the system which will not be easily changed. Tenure for 
teachers and professors for example, does not allow for a 
continuing weeding out of ineffective teachers and 
professors. Bored kids skip school, and infectual teaching 
leads to bored kids in the same way that inspired teaching 
leads to interested students. The students deserve the 
priority in considering the question of tenure. 


Teachers have been the victims of muddled education 
philosphy and a multiplicity of new courses, method, 
materials and concepts in education. It is their task to 
implement programs handed to them, and they take the 
blame if a program fails. Given a basic philosophy to start 
with it is undoubtedly possible to give teachers a better 
training in universities. It is at this level that ineffective 
teachers should be weeded out. 


If society Is to adopt a more basic education the first step in 
implementing changes should be a long hard look by people 
in all spheres of society at why our young people use foul 
language, take drugs, run away from home and from 
schools, destroy property senslessly, commit suicide. They 
‘are screaming out at adults and the time has come when 
adults must make a concerted effort to find out why. 


That is the first and \biggest job confronting society today.

Talking about the revis- 
ed math program for ele- 
mentary students Dr. Allen 
Neufeld of the U of A’s 
Department of Elementary 
Education, told Judy Samoil 
of the ATA News that 
“although it’s been a long 
and slow change, I think it’s 
been for the good.”’

Teachers favour 
return to 
“Basics” 


Results of an A.T.A. survey of 1,500 teachers from 20 
locals in Alberta showed that nearly 70 percent were in 
favour of a return to the basics, although many 
wondered exactly what was meant by the term. 
Twenty-six were undecided. 

In the same survey about 55 percent of the teachers 
questioned said they were in favour of external or 
departmental examinations. Nearly 23 percent were 
unsure, ‘ 

Other questions: Are you in favour of reducing the 
number of options available to students? Fourty 
percent said yes, and 33 percent said no. 

Do you think the standard of achievement has been 
lowered? Forty-eight percent of the teachers said yes, 
27 percent said no. 

Do you consider the back-to-basics issue the most 
important one in education today? Fifty percent said 
no, 20 percent said yes. 


objectives per grade, Dr.

Both Dr. Neufeld and

posals, which were prepared 
at the request of the Minister 
for input as to how the Fund 
might be invested to benefit 
education in Alberta. 

The brief notes that ‘In a 
sense, the Alberta teaching 
force may be regarded as a 
‘capital asset” in that the 
government has already in- 
vested substantial sums in 
the preparation of teachers at 
universities,”” 

The four proposals and 
their highlights include an 
Alberta Teaching Develop- 
ment Trust, which would 
require an initial capital 
outlay of $50 million but 
would operate on only part of 
the fund's income. The trust 
would finance improvements 
in the quality of teaching and 
education through develop- 
ment of inservice activities, 
research programs, and tea- 
cher centres, among other 
things. 

Another proposal would 
institute an Alberta Educa- 
tion Information Service, 
possibly located at a uni- 
versity. This would provide 
teachers, educators, and 
students with province-wide 
reference, bibliographic, co- 
pying, and information re- 
ferral services. Also propos- 
ed were Alberta Heritage 
Study Centres, which would 
be located in Edmonton, 
Calgary, and various regions 
throughout the province. 
They would promote under- 
standing of Alberta's cul- 
tural, economic, historical, 
environmental, educational, 
recreational, and democratic 
heritage. 

Finally, Alberta Institutes 
for the Development of 
Teaching and Learning were 
proposed, These would be 
situated in Edmonton and 
Calgary, creating centres of 
continuing and practical ed- 
ucation for teachers. They 
would focus on the devel- 
opment of teaching methods 
and the application of what is 
known about how students 
learn.

The grim scene in American schools: 
Are we headed 
down the same road? 


(The following article is 
taken from a speech by Mr. 
Warner Frose, principal of 
the Fawcett School, Alberta 
to the Zone Two meeting of 
the Alberta School Trustees 
Association. Mr. Frose made 
a tour of 25 states in the 
U.S.A., visiting many Amer- 
ican schools, and teaching in 
some for half day periods. He 
was accompanied by his 
wife, also a teacher, and 
three children. 

Recent critics of Alberta 
education, particularly those 
of the ‘‘Voice of Doom”’ 
school of thought, have de- 
nounced our educational 
institutions as following the 
general North American de- 
cline. They would have us 
believe that discipline is 
dead and that illiteracy is all 
too alive, within our schools. 
But how bad is the situation, 
really, when compared to 
other school systems on the 
continent? On his tour of The 
United States and its schools, 
Mr. Warner Frose found 
problems unparalleled in our 
system. He observed hard- 
core student criminality whi- 
ch, happily for us, relegates 
our ‘problem’ students to the 
status of so many delinquent 
gum chewers. However, Mr. 
Frose warned that, unless 
Albertans profit from the sad 
plight of many American 
schools, we could be looking 
at similar problems here in 
the future. 

Dwelling first on the 
negative aspects of American 
education as he observed it, 
Mr. Frose outlined the major 
problems facing American 
educators. Topping the list of 
national problems was stu- 
dent discipline, or rather, the 
lack of it. Student mis- 
behaviour in the United 
States has gone beyond the 
realm of petty crime. Recent 
national statistics quoted by 
Mr. Frose reveal appalling 
levels of violence within their 
schools: 100 murders, 12,000 
armed robberies, 9,000 rapes 
204,000 assaults on students 
and teachers, 270,000 burg- 
laries and over 600,000,000 
recorded incidents of van- 
dalism, all on school pro- 
perty. Im Texas, seven 
schools have been burned to 
the ground, and in Houston 
alone 550 pistols, knives, 
chains and other weapons 
have been 
the student population. Mr. 
Frose reported that one 
school principal was succ- 
essful in concealing the fact 


that a full scale riot had- 


erupted on the premises of 
his school. He also pointed to 
San Francisco, where stu- 
dents raise pocket money by 
the institution of protection 
rackets and extortion rings. 
According to Frose, Al: 
bertans must not take the 
attitude that “It can’t ha, 
pen here”’ -- {t can. 


PENITENTIARY 
ATMOSPHERE 


In visiting schools, he 
found undeniable proof of 
the statistics. One school in 
Texas left a particularly 
grave impression. Upon en- 
tering, he said the atmos- 
phere was redolent of a peni- 
tentiary. Both students and 
staff functioned in a state of 
fear and misery, and it 
seemed that little educating 
was taking place. A chat with 


the principal brought forth 
an incredible statement. The 
beleaguered administrator 
felt that things were ‘‘pretty 
good’’ as there hadn’t been a 
knifing or a riot in three 
weeks! 

Mr. Frose found fear 
prevailing in other schools, 
too. Teachers would lock 
classroom doors as soon as 
the class was assembled, to 
prevent the sometimes vio- 
lent entry of unauthorized 
persons. In Florida, where 
integration of schools is a 
recent development, police- 
men armed with .357 mag- 
nums prowled the schools, 
accompanied by police dogs. 
Little learning went on in this 
martial atmosphere. Mr. 
Frose looked on horrified in 
one school as a student 
occupied his lunch hour with 
setting the hair of his fellows 
on fire, in the middle of a 
crowded hallway. 

However, despite this gr- 
im recital, he did stress that 
not all schools had become 
battle zones. He found some 
where an atmosphere of 
pride in accomplishment and 
a feeling of unity prevailed, 
and hastened to his audience 
that he could only generalize 
on the problems of discipline 
and violence. 


DOUBLE BIND FOR 
TEACHERS 
STUDENTS CAN SUE 


Teachers and administra- 
tors in the U.S. are caught in 
a double bind when dealing 
with delinquent students. 
While the statistics on 
student crime soar, there has 
also been a greater judicial 
emphasis on the rights of 
students. This ‘‘due process 
of law’’ problem is second 
only to that of discipline. In 
order to suspend a student, 
that suspension must goto 
court. This *‘student’s day in 
court’’ has served to erode 
the authority of local school 
boards. In addition, this pre- 
occupation with the rights of 
students has led to an 
upsurge in the number of 
lawsuits directed at teachers 
and principals, putting them 
in a position similar to the 
physician, spending nearly 
as much time incourt as in 
the practice of their profes- 
sion. Mr. Frose spoke with 
one principal who was in the 
midst of being sued for using 
undue force. His crime? He 
took a knife from a girl intent

upon stabbing another girl. 
He will win his case, with 
great loss of time, money and 
prestige. The lawsuit situa- 
tion has reached such pro- 
portion that the Texas School 
Teacher’s Association now 
has an automatic $500,000 
liability clause attached to 
their membership to protect 
them against lawsuits. And 
this isn’t the only protective 
move that teacher’s unions 
have had to make in the new, 
grim climate of education. 
Ohio teachers are requesting 
that ‘‘assault leave’’ be 
written into their contracts, 
so that if they are assaulted 
by students, their time spent 
recuperating does not come 
out of their sick leave. 


PARENTS NOT ALWAYS A 
POSITIVE INFLUENCE 


Mr. Frose mentioned ano- 
ther element which has been 
added to the dual problems 
of student discipline and 
student rights -- the parent. 
Parental participation is gr- 
eaterinthe U.S. but in his 
opinion, their intervention is 
not always positive in effect. 
They phone and enter 
schools at will, and have free 
access to files and records 
whenever they wish. A book 
titled the ‘‘Education Hand- 
book"’ is available as a 
primer on student rights, 
leading parents through the 
complex legal intricacies to 
more successful lawsuits. It 
is small wonder under these 
conditions, that school prin- 
cipals have little to do with 
educating. ‘They have be- 
come Public Relations men, 
because, as one principal put 
it to Mr. Frose, ‘‘I have to 
keep these parents off my 
teachers’ backs.”’ 

In addition to the two 
problems mentioned, a nat- 
ional survey listed the 
following problems as being 
the greatest bugbears to 
American educators, In order 
of priority, they are: inte- 
gration and segregation, 
busing, lack of financial 
support, unavailability of 
good teachers, size of class- 
es, drug use, lack of facilities 
and pupil apathy. 


TEST SCORES DECLINE 


As if these were not 
enough, American educators 
have had to contend with 
some problems shared by 
Canadian educators. One of 


these is the decline in test 
scores, particularly in read- 
ing and writing. Mr. Frose 
reported that Virginia sch- 
ools hope that within two 
years, their senior matri- 
culation students will be able 
to read at the Grade Nine 
level. 

In other areas, Mr. Frose 
thought that Alberta com- 
pared favourably to the U.S. 
Our classes are smaller, and 
it was his opinion that the 
quality of teaching is sup- 
erior. It would also seem 
obvious that the calmer 
emotional climate of our 
schools would lead to better 
education. 


ON THE CREDIT SIDE 


On the other side of the 
ledger, Mr. Frose found two 
areas where Alberta schools 
seem deficient in compari- 
son. One of these is the 


excellent lunch policy which - 


the Americans have insti- 
tuted in all their public 
schools. One-half the funds 
for this program are provided 
by the federal government, 
leaving the children only 
30-40¢ to pay. Lunches are 
well prepared and tasty, and 
teachers discuss nutrition 
with the children while lunch 
is being eaten. Teachers 
often eat with students, 
unlike Alberta, where, as 
Mr. Frose wryly commented, 
students are not aware that 
teachers eat at all! He also 
observed that few lunches 
were thrown away, as fre- 
quently happens here. 

Mr. Frose also found that 
physical education programs 
were better in the American 
schools, where it is stressed 
nearly as much as the 
academic aspect of school. 
He found that a basketball 
game between two grade 
four classes from the same 
school attracted an S.R.O. 
crowd of spectators, so great 
is the interest in physical 
fitness and athletics. Per- 
haps in Alberta we are 
producing sounder minds, 
but are they encased in 
flabbier bodies? 

Mr. Frose, in closing, 
reiterated that his state- 
ments could only be general 
ones, and should not be 
construed otherwise. How- 
ever, he stated that upon his 
return, he had become 
convinced that Alberta was 
where he wanted to teach.

Americans are the first 
society to pursue the ideal of 
mass education. In doing so 
they have made mistakes, 
and according to Dr. Post- 
man, if Canadians can avoid 
these mistakes, they might 
be able to ‘‘develop and 
maintain a sensible, effective 
educational enterprise.’’ Dr. 
Postman suggests that Am- 
ericans become wrongly di- 
rected in their educational 
endeavours because they 
pursued the right answers to 
the wrong questions. He 
outlined these questions and 
showed why he felt they were 
ill conceived. 

The first of these ‘‘wrong 
headed”’ questions concern- 
ed America’s cultural diver- 
sity -- ‘‘How can the schools 
defeat pluralism?’’ He ex- 


that they would ‘‘fit in’’ to 
make ‘‘model Americans.”’ 
This was done out of fear of 
what was thought to be the 
undermining effect of cul- 
tural diversity. Now in the 
light of growing ethnic 
awareness, this question has 
changed, as culturally div- 
erse peoples seek ways in 
which schools can promote 
cultural pluralism. 

Dr. Postman suggests both 
endeavours are counter-pro- 
ductive; creating only isola- 
tion, hostility and confusion. 
He states that ‘‘to insist that 
everyone identify with his or 
her special group is as 
impossible and authoritarian 
as insisting that everyone 
become model Americans.”’

SCHOOLS & SOCIAL 
PROBLEMS - WHAT IS THE 
SCHOOL’S ROLE 


Also designated as ill 
conceived by Dr. Postman is 
a question already being 
asked by Canadians -- ‘‘How 
can schools solve social and 
political problems:’’ Any 
attempt to right social and 
political wrongs through the 
schools causes those institu- 
tions to be viewed as 
agencies through which ‘‘in- 
tractable social ills’’ can be 
corrected. If there are too 
many automobile accidents, 
then teach driver education 
in the schools. Are there too 
many illegitimate children? 
Then teach sex education in 
the schools, Is there evidence 
of epidemic drug abuse? 
Then have the schools 
institute drug education. 

According to Dr. Postman, 
the effect of all this is that 
people are continually dis- 
satisfied with their schools, 
while at the same time, 
paradoxically, they give 
them more and more respon- 
sibility for creating a good 
society. He referred to 
modern American schools as 
having become ‘‘a well-fin- 
anced garbage dump,”’ as- 
suming responsibility for 
duties formerly performed by 
the family, the church, the 
political system and the 
economy. In commenting on 
the portent of this for 
Canadians, he advised our 
educators ‘‘to resist any 
attempt to maximize the 
social functions of the school 
and to inflate your own 
responsibilities. ‘‘He added 
that educators have their 
limitations and should not be 
afraid to state them.

show surge of growth in America 
But enrollment in French and German drops 


settled the Prairies by the 
thousands, and their ances- 
tors form almost one-third of 
Alberta's population, and yet 
our history books are silent 
about their history and 
cultural heritage. 

However, Albertan stu- 
dents are going to be given 
the chance to retrieve this 
piece of their historical 
background. An organization 
has been formed for the 
purpose of passing on this 
ethno-cultural lore to the 
province's educators. The 
Central and East European 
Society of Alberta (CEESA) 
is comprised of individuals 
from these ethno-cultural 
groups and others interes- 
ted. They hope to enrich 
history in Albertan schools, 
and are working with the 
University to ensure the 
university of enough public 
support and resources to 
carry on their research in this 
area and publish the results. 


Lubomyr Wynar, a professor at Kent University and 
compiler of directories of ethnic organizations and 
publications in the United States says that recently the 
“melting pot’’ assimilation theories have given way to 
acceptance of culturalism in America. 

Between 1968 and 1975 overall language enrollment 
dropped on campuses from 1.1 million to 946,000 - led 
by a 35 percent drop in the study of French and 29 
percent in German, according to a recent report by 
Richard Cattani in the Christian Science Monitor. 

At the same time college enrollment in Italia, Polish, 
Norwegian, Swedish, Yiddish, Hebrew and Japanese 
classes doubled. 

Richard Brod, director of foreign languages for the 
Modern Language Association of America, calls the 
rise in the so-called ethnic languages unprecedented. It 
is accompanied by an increase in ethnic language

publications, and public demand for library material. 

A new awareness of their cultural identity among 
non-Americans may be a long delayed reaction to 
Americanize such groups by a forced rejection of the 
immigrant heritage and adoption of the dominant group 
the American Anglo-Saxon Protestant order, according 
to Professor Wynar. 

Gino Baroni, president of the National Centre for 
Urban Ethnic Affairs, and others have found that 
preserving ethnic ties to communities is useful in 
preserving threatened city neighbourhoods. 

Presently the U.S. Census Bureau is considering 
making a better count of ethnic numbers by region in 
the 1980 census.

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SMARTER CHILDREN? 
A WILD GOOSE CHASE 


‘*How can the schools 
make children smarter?’’ 
was another question felt to 
lead educators on a wild 
goose chase, Dr. Postman 
denied the possibility of the 
idea outright and advised 
Canadian educators to do the 
same. He suggested that 
American educators often 
failed to reach their objec- 
tives because their objec- 
tives, like this ome, were too 
idealistic. He then compared 
educators to doctors and 
lawyers. The latter don’t 
attempt to create perfect 
health or perfect justice. 
Rather, they start with a 
premise of imperfection and 
attempt to right specifics. 
Educators, he suggested, 
should operate similarly, 
attempting to ‘‘exercise stu- 
pidity,’’ rather than trying to 
create wisdom in students, in 
all areas, 

To accomplish this end, he 
suggested, concentration on 
eliminating errors students 
made in comprehending 
their world, Teachers should 
aid students in developing 
critical faculties, rather than 
vainly attempting to expand 
their horizons. Using this 
approach, students would 
learn to recognize fantacism, 
propaganda, self-reflexiven- 
ess, euphemism and pre- 
judice, Dr, Postman sugg- 
ested this was the application 
of the scientific method to 
the search for truth. Scien- 


tists make no attempt to 
learn all that is true, they 
discover instead that which is 
untrue. He stated that 
teaching students to ‘‘dis- 
believe’’ would unify the 
curriculum against increas- 
ing fragmentation. 


COMPETITION WITH 
MEDIA 


The final wrong question 
was ‘‘How can the schools 
compete with the new; 
media?’’ This question has 
led schools into the wrong 
territory, performing the 
wrong role and neglecting 
their real responsibilities. 
One approach by Americans 
to the question has been to 
ignore the new media, while 
others suggest the answer 
lies in mimicry. The latter 
approach attempts to give 
the classroom the snappy 
visual appeal of a T.V. 
program. Obviously, any 
effort to match the enter- 
tainment of T.V. in school 
will fail, and the school has 
overlooked its real respon- 
sibility -- to teach under- 
standing of the media. 

He suggested Thomas 
Jefferson might have re- 
phrased the question to say 
‘What do we need to know 
about the media and tech- 
nology in order to protect 
ourselves?’’ Thus, he stres- 
sed, educators must provide 
comprehension, not compe- 
tition. In a technological 
society, students should be 
taught the basic values and 
assumptions of technology as 
a required subject.

The Early Childhood Ed- 
ucation Parent Program Co- 
mmittee is a group of parents

The Department of Ed- 
ucation emphasizes that 
learning in the kindergarten 
setting is very much a two 
way street, Parents should 
learn from their children and 
children should learn from 
their parents.

For the pre-schooler, every 
day brings new discoveries. 
To grow intellectually, so- 
cially and emotionally their 
environment must be stimu- 
lating. Such is the atmos- 
phere that the St. Albert Day 
Care Centre strives to 
achieve. 

Prior to the opening last 
October of a spacious build- 
ing, the Centre operated in 
the Elim Pentecostal Church 
for four years. Now, 60 
children (the Centre's capa- 
city) between the ages of two 
and a half and six years come 
to the Centre five days each 
week. 

Under the direction of 
Mrs. Cheryll Smart and her 
staff of 13 (10 child care 
workers, a secretary, cook 
and housekeeper), the child- 
ren are cared for and 
directed in daily activities. 


PROGRAMS DEVELOPED 
AROUND CHANGING 
THEMES 


Every week or two a new 
theme is introduced to them. 
For example the themes last 
month were ‘‘Travel,"’ ‘‘Sol- 
ar Space’’ and ‘‘Numbers.’’ 
Projects are chosen and 
prepared by the teachers to 
stimulate the child's ex- 
perience with creativity in 


art, small and large muscle 
development, science, cook- 
ing, social science, music, 
children’s literature, lan- 
guage art, dramatic play, 
and math, 

Some recent projects have 
been making astronaut pup- 
pets and walkie-talkies, dan- 
cing on numbered tiles, 
preparing a space meal with 
dehydrated foods, and plant- 
ing seeds in mini gardens. 
Each child chooses two to 
five projects related to the 
theme of the week. 

The children are now 
enjoying two large platforms 
which have been recently 
built in the playrooms. 
Besides encouraging gross 
motor development and giv- 


_ing a three dimensional use 


to the room, the platforms 
are serving as ships, moun- 
tains, caves, tree houses, or 
whatever the children want 
to imagine. 

Besides a weekly outing to 
the St. Albert Library, the 
children go on field trips to 
such places as the Post 
Office, the Planetarium and 
an Optometrist’s office.

Montessori Schools teach life skills

There are four Montessori 
Schools in Edmonton, as well 
as the one in St. Albert. Two 
of the schools in Edmonton 
feature day-care programs 
along with half-day nursery 
programs, one school com- 
bines day care along with 
nursery and kindergarten 
programs, one school fea- 
tures nursery level only, 
while one school features 
programs up to grade twelve. 
The St. Albert Montessori 
School currently features 
half-day programs of nursery 
and kindergarten levels, and 
these children are segre- 
gated into separate class- 
rooms because the physical 
layout of LaRose Kinsmen’s 
Clubhouse warrants it. The 
other schools corabine their 
nursery and kindergarten 
levels. It is the goal of the 
local co-ordinator to one day 
have grades up to grade 12 
also. 

There are presently 56 
children enrolled in the St. 
Albert Montessori school, 
which had its inception 


January 6, 1976. There is still 
room for several more 
enrollments. The school in- 
vites visitors at any time, so 
please call 459-7655 evenings 
for an appointment. Children 
are encouraged to visit the 
school for a half day prior to 
parents making a final 
decision to enroll them. 

The fees are considerably 
lower than some private 
pre-schools in St. Albert and 
in Edmonton, because the 
co-ordinator wishes to draw a 
good cross section of children 
who will benefit from a 
strong, basic early education. 
The fees are $50 a month for 
nursery school children un- 
der four and one-half, five 
mornings a week from 9 - 
11:30, and $40 a month for 
five mornings a week for 
those children in kinder- 
garten which are E.C.S. 
subsidized. The program 
which is held three after- 
noons a week, 12:30 - 3 p.m., 
Monday, Thursday and Fri- 
day is $30.00, 

This basic education offers 
first and foremost the learn-

ing of practical life skills. 
Teaching a child very early to 
be responsible for his self- 
care, and that he must bear 
the consequences of his own 
behaviour, gives the child a 
strong self-concept. ‘‘Let me 
do it by myself,” is the aim 
of every child, for childhood 
is but a preparatory stage to 
manhood. 


USE LEARNING AIDS 


Montessori education is 
different from traditional 
education insomuch as tra- 
ditional education services 
the teacher with teaching 
aides, whereas Montessori 
schools service the children 
with learning aides. Teach- 
ing aides, said Montessori, 
transmit passive information 
to children, whereas learning 
aides give the children first 
hand, tactile experience. 
Handmade co-ordination 
must take place for any 
intellectual faculties to de- 
velop, said Montessori. Dia- 
dectic Sensorial Apparatus 
fills the ‘‘prepared environ- 
ment.’’ Here the child has 
learning apparatus to help 
him learn to distinguish 
between minute differences 
in shape, size, dimension, 
color, form heightening ob- 
servation skills, Different 
weights, textures, surfaces 
of rough and smooth, aid the 
sense of touch, different 
sounds develop hearing, and 
the sense of taste and smell 
is also heightened by various 
exercises. If one’s senses 
remain dulled, the intelli- 
gence has great difficulty 
developing. 

To quote from Montessori: 
“The training of the senses, 
is in fact, of utmost im- 
portance. The development 
of the senses actually pre- 
ceds that of the highest 
intellectual faculties, and ina 
child between the ages of 
three and six, it constitutes 
the formative period.’’ 

In summary, the training 
of the senses is a free flowing 
process, and the oppor- 
tunities for parents to help 
their children is endless. It 
remains for us to be obser- 
vant and sensitive to the 
importance of the child’s 
lasting, early impression of a 
healthy environment. The 
building of a child's mind is a

very delicate process that 
requires much love and 
understanding of that pro- 
cess. By allowing a child to 
utilize all his senses one can 
be confident that the intel- 
lectual growth is natural and 
unencumbered by artificial 
methods. 

Teaching a child to con- 
centrate is the most impor- 
tant single result of our work. 
To let the child do as he likes, 
when he has not yet de- 
veloped powers of control, is 
to betray the idea of free- 
dom. Real freedom is the 
consequences of develop- 
ment, and development of 
latest inner guides, aided by 
education. Development is 
active. It is the construction 
of personality, reached by 
the efforts of one’s own 
experience; it is the road 
every child must travel to 
maturity. Development can- 
not be taught. Self-mastery, 
- emotional control, - grows 
out of concentrated efforts. If 
freedom is understood as 
allowing children to do as 
they like, misusing things 
available, - their deviations 
are free to develop, and their 
abnormalities will increase. 
Development comes through 
concentration ona piece of 
work, - an object ora thing 
which is also conducive to a 
child’s mental order, Char- 
acter building is the child’s 
own achievement, and must 
be practiced, for it cannot be 
commanded. Time and ch- 
ance effect nothing of them- 
selves, we have to profit by 
the chance offered in the 
creative period between 3 

The Montessorian ‘‘Pre- 
pared Environment” is one 
in which a child is free to 
choose his own occupations 
at any time, but he must be 
gainfully occupied. The clas- 
sroom (prepared environ- 
ment) is equipped with 
sensorial apparatus that is 
self correcting (diadectic) 
and includes all the geo- 
metric forms, puzzle maps of 
the various continents etc., 
all mathematical and algebr- 
aic concepts, the decimal 
system materials, the metric 
system materials, weights 
and measures, time and 
space materials, wind sys- 
tems, oceanic depths, fract- 


French Immersion renders child permanantly bilingual after six years 


To anyone observing a 
Canadian child in the act of 
watching ‘Sesame Street,’’ 
it must become apparent that 
our children, unlike some of 
their elders, have no aver- 
sion to the learning of a 
second language. In a bilin- 
gual nation such as this, such 
an accomplishment can only 
be advantageous. It was in 
this regard that a group of St. 
Albert parents met March 
21d to present a brief to the 
Parish Kindergarten Board 
ti support the institution of a 
french Immersion program 
« the kindergarten level. 
/\though no plans exist at 
present for French Immer- 
son in St. Albert at anything 
beyond the kindergarten 
level, parents feel the initia- 
tion of such a program at its 
most junior level to be a 
worthwhile first step. 

What is French Immer- 
sion? Under a full program of 
French Immersion, children 
from French or non-French 


backgrounds enter into a 
system of primary education 
designed to produce a per- 
manently bilingual student 
by the end of grade 6. 
Kindergarten and grade 1 
are conducted entirely in 
French, with grade 2 mostly 
in French, but including 
some English reading. Gr- 
ades 3 and 4 consist of 35% 
English and 65% French, 
while grades 5 and 6 balance 
50% English and 50% 
French. After grade 6, all 
classes are In English except 
French review periods. 

The advantage of starting 
purely in French at the 
kindergarten level is that the 
emphasis on French can be 
concentrated, without the 
distraction of other subjects 
found in more advanced 
school years. The teacher 
speaks only in French, but 
children are never pressured 
to answer her in French. 
Thus they spend the kinder- 
garten year speaking English 


to each other and to the 
teacher. However, by the 
end of the kindergarten year, 
they understand a great deal 
of French. 

One of the first questions 
usually asked about the 
program concerns the late 
start in teaching English. It 
is thought by the program’s 
supporters that there are so 
many English influences 
outside the class that com- 
plete immersion in French 
must take place for the first 
two years to counteract 
them. Also, once having 
begun French phonics, the 
child will become confused 
by the introduction of Eng- 
lish phonics before he has 
mastered the French ones.

Other studies of graduates 
of this program have re- 
vealed no deficiency in native 
language, and no other 
hindrance to the learning 
process attributable to par- 
ticipation in the program. 
These pupils can apparently 
read, write, speak and 
understand English as well 
as the conventionally taught. 
In addition, they can read, 
write, speak and understand 
French in a way that no 
traditional program can equ- 


How many five year olds 
have a special grown-up 
friend who comes to visit 
every two weeks, just to play 
and talk and make things? A 
friend who will let mom and 
little sister help too, but who 
really comes just to see you? 

This year over 150 Alberta 
children have such a friend. 
She’s an Early Childhood 
Services Home visitor. 

The program, operating in 
seven centres, is now in its 
second year, the result of a 
new concept to provide 
kindergarten services to fa- 
milies whose children don’t 
attend a centre on a regular 
basis.

time in a regular Early 
Childhood centre. There are 
variations in how the pro- 
gram can work. 

In Athabasca there are 
three options. Thirty-nine 
children attend the centre 
with no home visits. A 
combination group receives 
nine home visits and spends 
either three half days or one 
full day at the centre. 
Twenty-one children in the 
area are enrolled ina full 
home visit program with 18 
bi-weekly visits of at least 
two hours. In the county 
home visits are family affairs 
with moms and dads and 
younger brothers and sisters 
involved. Parents learn too - 
“I've always been as active 
and involved with my kids as 


I could - but the home 
program has shown me 
things I've never even 


thought of!'’ said Mrs. Edith 
Jewell. 


Board just prior to April 1. 
Meanwhile parents wishing 
to enter their child in such a 
program are being advised to 
double register their child, 
both with the Parish Kinder- 
garten and with the Grandin 
School in Edmonton, which 
provides the only other 
French Immersion program 
in the area. 


PROGRAM IS FUNDED 


The Provincial Early 
Childhood Services provides 
a grant of $470 per child per 
year or $11,750 in total. The 
Federal government (on an 
average-cost forniula of nine 
per cent of costs) would 
provide a total of about $465 
per year for the 25 children 
estimated to enrol this year if 
such a program is made 
available in St. Albert. 


In Drayton Valley 19 
home-visit children in the 
area who spend a half day 
every week at the centre and 
receive 18 bi-weekly visits 
from a certified ESC teacher. 
Again the visits involved the 
family and families are 
enthusiastic about the pro- 
gram. 

The individual, careful 
attention to each child in the 
home visit programs has 
been found to develop a 
number of skills earlier than 
in the centres, although the 
home visit children are not so 
sure of themselves in the 
centre as the others. Again 
there is a big bonus for the 
younger children in the 
home, who pick up a lot of 
information and skills just by 
being around the action. 

The home visit program is 
under special government 
funding.

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The decline and fall of discipline: Are schools avoiding 


the challenge - or does Society get what it deserves? 


How much do parents 
expect from their schools and 
school board trustees? This 
question was explored re- 
cently in an address by G. S. 
Hayward of Imperial Oil to 
the Western Conference of 
School Trustee Assogiations. 

Mr. Hayward used the 
comparison of education as a 
guiding light as a foundation 
for his address. He sugg- 
ested that parents hope that 
trustees can lead them 


through the enigma of New 
Math and other modern 
educational mysteries.

Focussing first on the 
many concerns of parents 
about the directions in which 
public education is leading, 
Mr. Hayward zeroed in on 
what he and others feel is a 
lack of discipline in the 
physical sense, as shown by 
the disregard of youth for the 
impression they create out- 
side their own peer groups. 
Hayward cited the fact that 
in one major Edmonton high 
school, there are areas in the 
school that a teacher dare not 
venture. It was not a matter 
of fear for physica] safety, he

said, but a knowledge that in 
any showdown with certain 
student groups on their own 
turf, the teacher would be 
the loser, with his dignity as 
an educator diminished. 
Lack of discipline in the 
schools goes beyond student 
dress and manner, stated 
Mr. Hayward, In a reference 
to ‘‘cop-out’’ electives in 
curricula, he deemed the 
students the losers. He also 
denounced the tendency of 
modern educators to avoid 
confronting the student with 
his own failure. He pointed 


out ‘‘that evidence exists of a 
much greater tendency these 
days to advance such pupils 
merely to avoid having to 
face up to the challenge they 
impose.’’ Although he found 
some cause for this in heavy 
teaching loads, he suggested 
that no favour is being done a 
student by “‘lessening the 
incentive to apply himself or 
by deferring the therapy, of 
coming to grips with fail- 
ure.”’ 

Mr. Hayward found other 
areas where the lack of 
discipline is becoming a sore

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point. He has discovered 
that, as in other North 
American centres, professors 
at.the University of Alberta 
and NAIT were equally 
concerned about the lack of 
preparation in the 3 R’s in 
incoming students. He re- 
marked that his son, a high 
achiever in the Edmonton 
school system, had received 
a shock at his lowered marks 
when he entered a Welsh 
college to study for his 
international baccalaureate 
degree. 

The last area of concern 
Mr. Hayward focussed on 
concerned the field of voca- 
tional guidance. He remark- 
ed that after 12 years of 
education the student may be 
largely unprepared for the 
‘twork-a-day’’ world. He 
cited overworked teachers 
who have no time to keep 
pace with vocational devel- 
opments as a cause. He 
commented that students 
without clear goals to lead 
them ‘‘drift aimlessly like so 
many pieces of flotsam."’ 


PARENTAL VISIONS OF 
TRUSTEES 


Commenting upon parent- 
al expectations of school 
trustees, Mr. Hayward quo- 
ted the old adage that people 
get the government they 
deserve. He then lashed out 
at parental apathy to educa- 
tion, stating that it is 
amazing that trustees are as 
dedicated as they are, in the 
light of parental indifference. 

However, he did find 
reasons for parental apathy 
and confusion. The dramatic 
curricula changes, the im- 
personal nature of factory- 
sized schools, all combine to 
cause parents to withdraw to 
an isolated state of confused 
apathy. Courses, influenced 
by new fads and theories, 
alter at a dizzying rate, and 
parent-teacher relationships 
are often reduced to artificial 
confrontations on ‘‘Meet the 
Teacher Night.’’ He added 
that most relations between 
parents and teachers are 
brought about by negative 
situations such as truancy or 
low marks, or mere tech- 
nicalities such as timetable 
changes. 


Thus the parent hopes that 
trustees can guide them 
through the rocky shoals 
created by conflicting edu- 

ational theory and the 


growing impersonality of the 
system. There was no doubt 
he said that parental ex- 
pectations of trustees are 
often absurdly high. As the 
ultimate example of parental 
apathy, he cited Ann Landers 
findings that 70% of parents 
polled wished they had 
remained childless! This 
generation of reluctant par- 
ents often do not bother to 
vote in school board elec- 
tions, let alone attend public 
board meetings. 


SUGGESTED SOLUTIONS 


In attempting to find 
solutions to the problems he 
raised, Mr. Hayward stated 
that the discipline problem 
could not be solved until 
society itself reflects a desire 
to return to tougher stan- 
dards. However, he found 
evidence of a swing in this 
direction in the recent public 
interest in capital punish. 
ment and gun control. To 
take this discipline into the 
schools, he recommended a 
return to the stringencies of 
Latin, as its precision is 
invaluable in the learning of 
English grammar. He de- 
cried the use of multiple- 
choice, computer scored tes- 
ting as valueless in building 
writing skills and suggested 
a return to more student 
essays. 


EXAMINATIONS 
COMEBACK? 


To elevate standards, Mr. 
Hayward deemed a return to 
examinations necessary. He 
based this in the premise 
that ‘‘people perform better 
when a day of reckoning 
regarding objectives to which 
they have made a commit- 
ment”’ is in the offing. He 
found support for this theory 
both in business and in the 
Bible story of the three 
servants and their account- 
ability for the talents en- 
trusted to them. 

Mr. Hayward had answers 
to the anticipated media 
opposition that might de- 
nouce the ‘‘return to the 
three R’s theory’’ as elitist 
and geared only to uni- 
versity-bound students. He 
opined that an education in 
the basics was even more 
necessary to non-university 
aimed students as they were 
less self-motivated toward 
academic pursuits.

“Much to blame” and "Few words of praise” 
says Report on Undergraduate English Studies 


A report prepared for the 
Association of Canadian Un- 
iversity Teachers of English 
(ACUTE) on Undergraduate 
Studies in English in Cana- 
dian Universities ‘‘finds mu- 
ch to blame and offers few 
words of praise,’’ although 
its authors temper this state- 
ment by adding that they 
‘do not find English in- 
struction in Canadian Uni- 
versities is in a state of ruin 
or of total depravity.” 

The 111-page report was 
commissioned due to the 
widespread belief that the 
level of literacy in students 
has fallen. The report finds 
that an increasing number of 
student's are coming to the 
nation’s universities defic- 
ient in English training, and 
that trends toward demand- 
ing less from university 
students and the prolifera- 
tion of alternative English 
courses in the universities 
are leading away from sound 
English education. 

The report was commiss- 
ioned by ACUTE in 1975 and 
funding was provided by the 
Richard Ivey Foundation. 
The two professors com- 
missioned to prepare it, 
F.E.L. Priestley and his 
assistant H. I. Kerpneck, are 
both from the University of 
Toronto. 

Professor Priestley, who 
holds degrees from the 
Universities of Alberta and 
Toronto, taught English at 
the high school level in 
Alberta, at Mount Royal 
College in Calgary, and at 
the Universities of British 
Columbia and Toronto, A 
scholar and teacher of inter- 
national reputation, in 1973 
he received the first honorary 
Doctor of Letters degree 
awarded by the University of 
Alberta. 

The professors find that, 
although the top 10 or 15 per 
cent of ‘‘the students at the 
gates’’ of the universities are 
as proficient in English as in 
the past, the remainder are 
much less prepared. 


CAUSES OF REDUCED 
PROFICIENCY 


Causes given for this 
include a deterioration in 
“what might be called public 
language,’ this closely asso- 
ciated with the pervasive 
effects of television; the de- 
crease in time spent in 
English instruction in the 
schools, especially less time 
spent teaching grammar; the 
abandonment of external 
examinations; and a decline 
in the qualification of English 
teachers, coupled with grea- 
ter demands on them. 

The recent development, 
which has most provinces 
substituting for Bachelor of 
Education degree, usually 
carrying minimal require- 
ments for English study, for 
the Bachelor of Arts degree 
followed by one year of 
teacher training as the 
normal qualification for tea- 
ching English in the high 
school, is sharply criticized. 

Admitting that ‘‘there is 
no danger whatsoever of a 
drastic policy of failing stu- 
dents at any level,’’ the 
professors see the univer- 
sities as having a choice of 
Steadily lowering standards 
or trying to do something 
with the incoming freshmen. 
Although they present reas- 
ons why it is not the job of 


the universities to remedy 
the problem -- the deficien- 
cies are at the pre-university 
level and it is not the 
responsibility of the univer- 
sities to give instruction at 
any but their own level and 
the cost in money and 
manpower would be too 
great the professors 
recognize that the universit- 
ies will continue to become 
involved in this area. 

However, they stress 
“University teaching of the 
fundamentals of English 
composition and of compre- 
hension can be nothing but 
an emergency measure, a 
stop gap of limited effect- 
iveness to be abandoned as 
soon as the emergency itself 
can be resolved."’ 

In examining the course 
offerings of the nation’s 
40-plus university English 
departments, the authors 
deplore the increasing pro- 
liferation of course offerings 
at the expense of basic study. 
This is seen as resulting from 
a number of causes: the 
trend towards the semester 
system; the unwillingness of 
instructors to be told what to 
teach; the desire by students 
to have free choice; and the 
competition for students, 
which often leads to gimmick 
courses. 


CANADIAN LITERATURE 
COURSES SCRUTINIZED 


Focusing on the offerings 
in Canadian literature, the 
report says that the impres- 
sion some have that few 
Canadian universities teach 
Canadian literature could not 
be farther from the truth. 
However, the authors in- 
dicate they are far from 
satisfied with many of the 
Canadian courses currently 
offered. 

“Too many of them seem 
shaped by a mixture of 
nationalistic fervor, an ad- 
miration for novelty, an urge 
to be up-to-date, and an eye 
for current fashion rather 
than by a wish to bring the 
student into touch with the 
wide variety of good writing, 
past and present, done in 
Canada.”’ 

The report emphasized the 
professors’ view that, al- 
though some of their coll- 
eagues fear that insistence 
on high standards in spe- 
cialized English programs 
will bring about a decline in 


: 
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enrolment, the available 
evidence seems to indicate 
the opposite. 

The report also urges a 
high degree of co-ordination 
between honors and major 
courses and cautions against 
the tendency to have the 
“academic aristocrats’’ tea- 
ch the honors and graduate 
courses while the depart- 
ment’s ‘academic blue coll- 
ars’’ are left to the general or 
pass courses. The authors 
stress a need for the better 
qualified and more exper- 
ienced instructors to be 
involved with courses at all 
levels. 

The report concludes with 
a look at the faculty problems 
among those teaching Engl- 
ish in Canadian universities. 
The authors find the general 
level of competence thr- 
oughout the profession to be 
“*very good.’’ In fact they 
state, ‘‘One of the agreeable 
surprises of our tour was to 
discover the high quality and 
the enthusiasm of the staff at 
a number of the smaller 
institutions and at a good 
many of the newer small or 
middle-sized ones."’ 

One problem the pro- 
fessors stress is the lack of 
opportunities for young Can- 
adian scholars. They frown 
on the tendency of many 
departments to fill vacancies 
with a senior person from 
abroad who will add to the 
prestige of the department 
rather than hiring young 
Canadians who could cont- 
ribute to the department's 
future strength. 

Another problem detailed 
in the final section of the 
report is that of recurrent 
cutbacks made by university 
administrators reacting to 
financial pressures -- ‘‘if cuts 
have to be made in the 
budget, the humanities, es- 
pecially English, seem to 
them obviously the place 
where cuts will not hurt.”’ 

The result, say the auth- 
ors, is under-staffed depart- 
ments, a decline in morale, 
and an increase in the 
teaching responsibilities giv- 
en to part-time instructors 
and term employees who 
cannot devote the proper 
time or effort to the job. 

Also criticized in the report 
is the emphasis placed on 
publication when making 
promotions and granting 
tenure to faculty.

In recent years it has 
become extremely evident 
that man has lost a great deal 
of his former understanding 
of nature and his resulting 
impact on his environment. 
Urbanization and increasing 
technology are serving to 
reduce man's familiarity with 
his natural environment and 
as a result, few people truly 
understand nature. 

Man’s need for a greater 
understanding of the basic 
laws of nature is obvious and 
becoming a critical require- 
ment. It is increasingly 
important that man must 
again learn to understand, 
respect and more efficiently 
use his natural resources. 
Current trends indicate that 
unless man develops a 
greater understanding of 
nature, it is imminent that 
this neglect may lead to his 
self destruction. 

This is the basic phil- 
osophy behind the Outdoor 
Environmental Studies pro- 
gram of St. Albert School 
District #3. The schools in 
that district are attempting to 
extend classroom learning to 
provide practical environ- 
mental learning experiences 
at an early age. This learning 
practice accepts#the philo- 
sophy that there is no 
substitute for direct learning 
experiences in the outdoors, 
With this approach, outdoor 
learning situations should 
provide opportunities for 
more meaningful and lasting 
understanding of our envir- 
onment and man’s place in 
that environment. 

Mr. Gary Fix, teacher at 
Vital Grandin, discussed the 
two outdoor programs which 
were conducted last year. 
The Grade 5 classes were 
taken to Camp Keewayden in 
October 1975 and the grade 
6's were taken to Camp 
Maskepetoon in June 1976. 
Since these two trips were 
the first of their kind for Vital 
Grandin, they served as a 
basis to develop future pro- 
grams. Mr. Fix reported that 
the timing of the trip was 
important as well as the ages

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The Outdoor Environmental Studies program at Vital 
Grandin gets students involved in learning about the 
outdoors and develops a respect for nature which Is 
sometimes lacking in today’s world.

of the children involved. 

The June trip seemed to be 
the best for timing with a 
reduced risk of inclement 
weather, more preparation 
time, and a greater under- 
standing between teacher 
and student after a complete 
year of classroom instruc- 
tion. The fact that the grade 
6’s were almost two years 
older than the grade S's was 
considered to be advanta- 
geous. 

The outdoor environmen- 
tal studies program is a 
balance of curriculum related 
studies and recreational ac- 
tivities. Science, language 
arts, health, math, social 
studies all lend themselves 
well to this type of atmos- 
phere. Canoeing, archery, 
arts and crafts retain an 
equilibrium. 

Interesting and education- 
al as the program may be, it 
is an ‘extra’ as far as costs 
are concerned. Each child is 
asked to contribute a small 
fee to cover food and shelter 
costs. The Board suggested 
that students whose families 


cannot afford to pay the 
usual pupil share should be 
subsidized. There are other 
costs to contend with - sub- 
stitute teachers to take over 
regular classroom duties 
during the absence of staff 
constitutes a large part of 
those costs. 

Up until this year the 
Department of Education has 
provided some financial sup- 
port for the program. This 
year however, the schools 
will be entirely responsible 
for financing any trips of this 
nature. 

The outdoor environmen- 
tal studies program is pre- 
sently under review by the 
District #3 Board. It is 
suggested that by the time 
students graduate from gr- 
ade 6 they should have had 
one outdoor studies exper- 
ience. With this recommen- 
dation in mind, Vital Grandin 
will not be participating in an 
outdoor studies trip this year 
since this year’s grade 6's 
were involved in the Camp 
Keewayden trip when they 
were in grade S. 


“Peter Doe” loses 
school fraud suit 


A California high school 
graduate, identified only as 
Peter Doe, has lost his case 
in a California court, where 
he claimed he was not 
properly educated by San 
Francisco public schools. The 
youth filed suit in December, 
1972, saying he had been 
graduated while reading and 
writing at the fifth grade 
level only. He contended the 
school district was neglible in 
not proving him with a 
proper basic education, sett- 
ing off a national legal 
debate on the validity of the 
charge. He claimed his earn- 
ing capacity was limited 
because he qualified only for

work as a labourer, and 
asked for both punitive and 
general damages. 

The 3-0 Court of Appeals 
ruling said achievement was 
affected by many factors 
beyond the control of the 
schools, and if this burden 
were to be placed upon the 
schools it ‘‘would burden 
them in society beyond 
calculation.”’ 

Counsel for the plaintiff 
said the decision failed to 
take into account the benefits 
of imposing liability for 
negligence on a_ public 
agency. They plan to appeal 
the decision to the California 
Supreme Court.

Cardiff residents 
oppose sewage, 
garbage proposals 


A meeting of residents of the Cardiff area who are 
strongly opposed to the proposed development of a sewage 
treatment and refuse grounds on the Volrath property was 
held last Thursday evening in Cardiff, with about 26 local 
people in attendance at the home of Ken Witter. 

Some, but by no means all, of the Cardiff residents had 
received a letter from the MD Sturgeon development 
officer, Gary Brownlee, advising that the two facilities were 
proposed for the Volrath property, and that if objections 
were received a public hearing would be called. 

Reeve Bill Flynn told the Gazette Tuesday night a public 
hearing has been scheduled for March 31 at 7:30 p.m. in the 
MD council chambers in Morinville. He emphasized that the 
council wanted to see as many as possible of the Cardiff 
residents attend the hearing, whether or not they are 
opposed to the proposed garbage dump and lagoon siting. 

It was decided at the meeting to write a letter setting out 
the objections to the proposed development, which would be 
backed up by a petition and sent by registered mail to the 
MD office. i 

A major objection was that the prevailing winds are 
north-west which would bring foul odours to the Cardiff area 
from both the lagoon and the dump, causing most 
unsanitary conditions. 

There was also a fear of well water contamination due to 
free water in the district. The residents further pointed out 
that it would be difficult if ever to relocate, since finding a 
purchaser for property in the area would be made difficult 
by the proximity of the lagoon and dump. . 

The fourth objection set out stated that ‘‘surely members 
of council cannot in all decency close their eyes to the fact 
that they will more than likely see this hamlet die if the 
proposals are approved.”’ It was noted that there have been 
many new homes in the area and more are planned. 

Reeve Flynn pointed out that with 180 housing units 
coming into the district it will have to have disposal 
someplace which the new units can also use. ‘‘We have an 
option on the land,’’ said the Reeve - and we tried to option 
more, That site is the only one available in that area, and 
would also provide sewage hook-ups for the present 
households in Cardiff. 

The land was optioned, he said, as the first step to start 
procedures for needed lagoon and garbage disposal 
facilities for the area, and the council has suggested two 
uses for the land under option: a treatment sewer lagoon 
and a possible garbage disposal site. The old site, said Mr. 
Flynn, must be phased out, as there is too much water in the 
area which could be contaminated, and the existing hole is 
nearly full. 

Council is also planning for a park in the Cardiff area and 
the old garbage disposal will be reclaimed under a 
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SATURDAY, MARCH 19 - Charity Auction for Bon

Judge and comment on student projects and 


Zone prime farmland for 


agriculture only 


The Christian Farmers 
Federation has called on the 
Provincial government for 
legislation to zone prime 
agricultural land for agri- 
cultural use only. 

A brief presented to the 
government, with copies to 
all government members, 
specifically calls for zoning 
all land with soil classi- 
fication 1-3 under the Canada 
Land Inventory System, for 
food production purposes 
only. It was prepared in 
response to the Land Use 
forum and for direction to 
MLA’s with regard to pro- 
posed amendments to the 
planning act. 

In reply to our question 
President Jim Visser of R.R. 
6 Edmonton told the Gazette 
that the brief would in fact 
“lead to the conclusion that a 
farmer on such land would 
not be able to sell to a 
developer.”’ 

‘*As Christians’’ he said, 
‘‘we should be stewards of 
the land - if we are good 
stewards then it is morally 
wrong to sell land for another 
use.’’ Extending that pro- 
position Mrs. Visscr felt it 
was morally wrong for an 
economic climate to be such 
that a farmer is forced to sell 
land for another use. 

The Christian Farmers Fe- 
deration has asked the gov- 


ernment to take into account 
that the government also has 
a stewardship responsibility. 

Heritage Trust Fund man- 
agement should emphasize 
basing the economy on our 
agriculture industry, Mr. 
Visser said, and on wood and 
forest products. These are 
tenewable resources and 
economic policies of govern- 
ment should, he felt, be in 
that direction, rather than 
basing the economy on 
industrial development from 
oil and gas resources, which 
are non-renewable. ‘'Gov- 
ernment must be a steward"’ 
he reiterated. ‘‘The Trust 
fund and the economic direc- 
tion should recognize agri- 
culture as our number one 
resource,"’ 

Jacob Vander Schaaf, exe- 
cutive director of the Fed- 
eration, says, ‘‘The need to 
preserve prime agricultural 
land becomes more and more 
urgent. This is so, especially 
in terms of future uncer- 
tainties. Depletion of oil and 
gas reserves will affect the 
use of nitrogen fertilizers and 
machinery which in turn may 
affect productivity per acre. 
Similarly,"’ he states, ‘‘de- 
terioration of soil produc- 
tivity due to soil salinity, 
organic erosion, and soil 
acidity due to sulphur emis- 
sions by industries may 
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eventually require more land 
for food production. The 
expected increase in food 
demands globally as well as 
locally will demand more 
good land."’ 

The Christian Farmers 
Federation, formed two and 
one-half years ago has a 
membership of 200 farmers 
in locals in various parts of 
the province, such as Leth- 
bridge, Lacombe, Barrhead 
and the Edmonton area. It is 
non-denominational and 
members come from many 
churches.

Brotherhood thrived in Gibbons during 
hungry 30’s

In the hungry 30’s, when 
dad was the pumpman on the 
CNR, two watertanks had to 
be kept full, so the big black 
coal burning, steam loco- 
motives could fill up with 
water. One was located at 
Edwand, Alberta and the 
other was at Gibbons. 

In those days there were 
thousands of jobless men 
looking for work throughout 
the land. The only way many 
of them could get around to 
find jobs was to ride the 
freight trains. These men 
were called ‘‘Hobos’’ and the 
freight trains were always 
loaded with them. 

Even though we were 
railroad people, we kept 
chickens, turkeys, ducks and 
geese. We also had a log 
barn where we kept three 
milk cows. 

Mother baked our bread 
and she and dad planted a 
large vegetable garden.

As the freight trains, 
loaded with hobos stopped to 
pick up water or switch 
around they dropped off 
empty box-cars to be filled 
with the grain from the 
elevators. How well I re- 
member packing boxes and 
boxes of the fried egg 
sandwiches mom made to 
take out the hungry men. 

She had five of us ‘‘kids’’ 
to feed and usually some of 
our playmates. Some young- 
sters were ‘newly arrived’’ 
from England, and we took to 
them almost as brothers and 
sisters. 

Mother did all of our 
washing in those days in her 
wooden washing machine as 
well as having many other 
chores around the house to 
do and meals to cook. 
However she always had 
time to help others. We kids 
never knew fear of any of 
those ‘‘Hobos.”’ 

In the winter when it was

40 or 50 below zero, we kids 
would be out in the old 
Gibbons water tank, playing 
our little wooden grama- 
phone to amuse the men who 
often got off freight trains 
because it was too cold to 
ride any farther. 

The big pot-bellied heater 
was roaring hot, and a great 
pile of big lump coal sat in 
the southeast corner of the 
water tank. The door in those 
days was on the northwest 
corner, close to the tracks. 
Dad had built wide ‘‘sit in’’ 
areas on each side of the big 
heater out of grain doors. So 
we all found plenty of room 
to sit around and pass the 
time, talking to the hobos, 
listening to their stories of 
adventure and seeking jobs. 

Dad always kept a couple 
of sacks of spuds in the water 
tank, for the hungry way- 
farers, and there were lots of 
long, wire rods to stick a 
spud on for roasting in the 
coals of the heater, There 
was a small sack of salt and 
some homemade butter, so 
the hungry job seekers could 
always eat at Gibbons, whe- 
ther it was winter or 
summer. 


FREIGHT-JUMPING 
DANGEROUS 


So many unusual things 
happened near that old water 
tank. One day one of the 
hobos tried to catch a 
speeding ‘‘extra’’ freight 
train as it passed through 
Gibbons. As he grabbed for 
the metal rod on the ladder, 
his feet missed the bottom 


rung of that ladder. His body 
was whipped backward, his 
feet just inches from the 
wheels of the box-car which 
was next to him. 

I screamed, horrified at 
the spectacle of the near- 
death as mother rushed out, 
also horrified. The next 
evening a freight travelling 
toward the city stopped by 
the water tank to fill up with 
water. There were several 
hundred men riding that 
freight that evening. Sudd- 
enly, we heard a wonderful 
chorus of voices. Those 
hobos were singing the won- 
derful song ‘‘When It’s 
Spring Time in the Rockies."’ 
They sang in such beautiful 
harmony that we all went 
outside. First thing we knew, 
other friends gathered out 
there, joining those men in 
song. Even the train crew, 
ended up singing along with 
everyone, 

The old water tank still 
stands at Gibbons. It has 
been used for many years to 
supply the residents there 
with water, long after the 
steam locomotives ceased to 
exist. 

The door which was facing 
the railway tracks on whose 
steps, many a hobo sat is 
sealed up. A padlock graced 
the other southeast door. In 
our days of the hungry 30's, 
who needed padlocks? Peop- 
le were of a kindred spirit, 
sharing and helping. The big 
“‘Me’’ did not exist in those 
days, when the brotherhood 
of man was real and mean- 


ingful.
